Shasta Division Country 
is Favorite of Sportsmen 


HERE are several reasons why 

people of Dunsmuir, located midway 
between two scenic wonders of Cali- 
fornia, Mt. Shasta and Castle Crags, 
would rather live here than anywhere 
else, Headquarters of the Shasta Divi- 
sion, Dunsmuir boasts the purest (by 
test) drinking water in the world; it 
is virtually surrounded by tall forests; 
no clanging streetcars disturb the tran- 
quillity of a Sunday afternoon; and in 
the area, the people enjoy four distinct

seasons {very unusual for California). 
After working hours you can stroll a 
few hundred yards along the Sacramento 
River (which flows through the town 
and on to the south into the huge lake 
of Shasta Dam) cast your Hine into the 
clear water and bring home a succulent 
rainbow trout or two for dinner, And 
during hunting season it’s no problem 
at all to wander into the nearby hills 
and bring back your deer limit. Known 
as the sportsmen’s last frontier, Duns- 
muir has become the headquarters for 
the hunter and fisherman starting out 
for the beautiful headwater canyons of 
the mighty Sacramento River. 

Another major point along the 560 
miles of Shasta Division rails is Klamath 
Falls, a popular tourist area, 18 miles 
north of the California-Oregon state 
border. ‘Our company helps to attract 
people here iv enjoy the region’s scenic 
beauty by operating some-of our finest 
day and night streamliners on this route 
and by advertising the famous Crater

Lake area. Track and roadbed improve- 
menis and diesel power have made 
possible the speediest passenger train 
schedules in the history of the Shasta 
Route between San Francisco and Port- 
land. With all trains stopping at Klam- 
ath Falls, midway of their more than 
Wanile run, diesel locomotive and car 
servicing facilities have been installed 
here for quick servicing of the stream- 
liners, 

Klamath Falls is in the middle of the 
area’s wide-open spaces, and its flat- 
lands, flanked by forests are a hunter's 
paradise. Ducks and geese by the mil- 
lions congregate each fall on their trip 
through the Pacific Flyway, settling 
along the more than 100 lakes in the 
county. Upper Klamath Lake is one of 
the West’s largest inland bodies of 
water and is extremely rewarding for 
trout fishermen. Also to be found in 
great numbers are pheasant, quail, deer, 
bear and elk. 

From this area we handle a large 
volume of lumber and lumber products, 
also considerable quantities of other 
Southern Oregon products such as farm 
machinery, flour and seed. Hundreds 
of carloads of potatoes, malting barley 
and livestock are also moved from this 
region, particularly from the Tule Lake 
Reclamation District, that portion of 
the Klamath basin area which is served 
by the line which extends east through 
Alturas, the short route between Oregon 
and eastern states. 

The 2458 employes of the Shasta Divi- 
sion are particularly proud of their 
safety record. At this writing, their 
Transportation Department has not had 
a single reportable injury this year, an 
important contributing factor to the 
finest safety record in SP history (see 
last month’s Bulletin), and there has 
been but one minor reportable injury 
each in the MofW and MP&C Depast- 
ments. Each individual on the division, 
it seems, is personally absorbed in this

ee eyes of the nation will be focused 
on Sacramento, August 9, when a 
special observance of Southern Pacific's 
first century of progress will be held. 

Principal events planned for the cen- 
tennia] observance of our lines in the 
West are: (1) a historical program 
which will give recognition to the Sac- 
ramento Valley Railroad as the first 
steam railroad west of the Rockies and 
as the first unit of SP’s western Lincs. 
The “From Trail to Rail” parade of 
transportation to be staged inside the 
Sacramento passenger station area, will 
present the evolution that has taken 
place, starting with a Scout and Indian 
afoot and progressing through the era 
of Pony Express, stage coach, railroad 
surveyors, and early rail equipment, end- 
ing with a four-unit diese] pulling a 
few units of modern freight and pas- 
senger ears; (2) an all-day exhibit of 
old and new equipment; and (3) a re- 
ception and dinner at Hotel ‘Senator, 
which President Russell and state and 
civic dignitaries will attend. 

There will be no regular Bulletin in 
August. Instead, a special centennial 
souvenir edition will be issued, “South- 


ern Pacific's First Century,” which will 
relate the changes that have occurred 
on SP lines since August 9, 1855, when 
the first length of rail was laid between 
Sacramento and Folsom,

“RKHOW YOUR RAILROAD” 


Ve Public Relations Department 


From an address by K. C. INGRAM, Assistant to the President 


GROUP of warm-hearted railroad- 
A ers raise money to restore vision to 
a two-year-old blind girl and in a short 
time the whole country is thrilled by the 
story... . A tiny kitten rides a brake 
beam of an SP train from Sacramento 
to Oakland on a wet winter's night, is 
adopted by a friendly railroad family 
and becomes nationally famous. .. . The 
general public, shippers and travelers 
read with interest that Southern Pacific 
is buying new diesels, more freight cars, 
puilding dome cars, adopting new elec- 
tronic devices, and making other im- 
provements in service. ; 

Chances are you read these items in 
your local newspaper, too. Has it ever 
occurred to you how they might have 
gotten there? 

There is a department of the railroad, 
one of whose principal functions is to 
keep the public—and Southern Pacific 
men and women—informed about the 
Company and the people in it. It is the 
Public Relations Department. 

But it does more than an informa- 
tional job. It works with many people, 
within and outside the railroad to estab- 
lish the railroad as an outstandingly 
progressive and friendly transportation 
service organization. As a result, South- 
ern Pacific is nationally known for its 
pioneer work in the field of human rela- 
tions and for its conception of public 
relations as a complete organization 
job, implemented’ by a standing com- 
mitiee of top officers. 

The Public Relations Department, to 
function .successfully, seeks the coop- 


eration of everyone working for the 
Company. It ean be said, therefore, that 
while the number of persons on the 
Public Relations Department’s payroll 
js around 30, there are about 75,000 em- 
ployes who are potential public relations 
representatives. Without the constant 
active cooperation of the people of the 
other departments we could accom- 
plish nothing. 

Besides the staff at San Francisco 
headquarters, Southern Pacific’s Public 
Relations Department maintains offices 
at Los Angeles and Houston. The San 
Francisco office is headed by an Assist- 
ant to‘ the President, who reports 
directly to the President, and whose 
staff includes a Manager, Public Rela- 
tions; Editor, Bureau of News; Editor, 
SP Bulletin; and Training Supervisor, 
among others. The Los Angeles staff in- 
cludes a Manager, an Assistant Manager 
and an Editor; the Houston office has 
an Executive Assistant — Public Rela- 
tions; Press Representative; and Editor, 
T&NO Lines Bulletin. 

Newspapers are the principal media 
through which the Public Relations De- 
partment keeps the public informed. 
Some of the articles prepared by the 
Bureau of News, such as human interest 
stories or announcements of equipment 
purchases, are distributed throughout 
the country. Other stories, such as train 
schedule changes, are offered to papers 
only in the territories affected: A third 
kind of story is one written for a certain 
newspaper or for publication by -papers 
in a certain community. All of these 


articles are offered to the newspapers 
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on their news value, and almost without 
exception are delivered to the various 
publications by the company’s local 
agents or by on-line and off-line traffic 
representatives. The help of these people 
is greatly appreciated by the public re- 
lations staff and their help can hardly 
be overestimated, since they give us the 
benefit of personal contact with editors 
and publishers. Otherwise we would 
have to disseminate our news articles 
direct by mail, in competition with the 
mass of material that lands on an edi- 
tor’s desk day after day. 


Other Staff Functions 


Our staff also maintains close friendly 
working relationships with the maga- 
zines, national and local. Leading na- 
tional publications of general circula- 
tion which have featured the Company 
and its men and women are Fortune, 
Life, Saturday Evening Post, Colliers 
and Look. Stories about the Company 
and its people have been written by such 
top-flight writers as Frank J. Taylor, 
Neill C. Wilson, Jim Marshall, Don 
Burke and Gilbert Burck, with illustra- 
tions photographed by such interna- 
tionally famous cameramen as Ivan 
Dmitri, Peter Stackpole and Earl Thei- 
sen. Editorial and photographic material 
of this nature is developed and gathered 
through personal cooperation of the 
members of our department with these 
writers. The department also fills re- 
quests for special articles for railroad 
and travel magazines, trade journals and 
other publications. 

Sometimes the regular routine of the 
Bureau of News is upset. A careless 
motorist, for example, drives his car in 
the path of a commuter train and serv- 
ice is temporarily disrupted. Immedi- 
ately the local newspapers are interested 
in getting the details: Was the driver 
killed? What was his name? Any other 
persons in the car? What are the names 
of the engine and train crew? How long 
will the service be delayed? Finding the 
answers to these and a lot of other 
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questions requires much telephoning and 
the cooperation of other departments, 
especially when the paper is facing a 
deadline. The department is on call 
day and night, every day in the week, 
to handle these and other emergency 
matters. 


Among other ways in which we carry 
out our public relations effort are: 


Working closely with. Chambers of 
Commerce, and assisting in local charity 
drives; 


Providing information, motion pic- 
tures and speakers for schools, colleges 
and universities; 


Preparing and distributing booklets 
such as “Facts About Southern Pacific,” 
“Seventy-five Years of Progress.” Dis- 
tribution of booklets and other material 
prepared by the Association of Ameri- 
can Railroads also falls under this cate- 
gory; 

Lending editorial assistance in prepa- 
ration of the Company’s Annual Report; 
Cooperating with railfans and historical 
societies, supporting Junior Achieve- 
ment, Boy Scout programs and other 
community projects; 

Producing motion pictures for show- 
ing to our people and the public; 

Providing speakers for luncheons, din- 
ners and other public affairs; 

Cooperating with radio and TV sta- 
tions in the production of shows, prin- 
cipally by providing research material; 

Producing and staging celebrations 
such as the 75th anniversary of the ar- 
rival of the first SP train in Tucson, 
and the forthcoming 100th anniversary 


of completion of the first rail line in 
California. 

In our Employe Relations work, the 
“Southern Pacific Bulletins” are our 
main instrument of communication. 
There are two such magazines, one pub- 
lished in San Francisco for distribution 
to employes on Pacific Lines, the other 
in Houston for employes on T&NO 


Lines. In addition to distribution to em- 
ployes, the “Bulletin” is mailed to thou- 
sands of pensioners, shippers and other 
friends outside the railroad. It is one 
of the first employe magazines estab- 
lished by a railroad or other industry 
in the United States. 

We also disseminate information to 
our people through leaflets, telling how 
diesels affect jobs, for instance, about 
ptogress we are making in technology 
of operating the railroad and why cer- 
tain readjustments of forces are some- 
times necessary as a result. 


Human Relations 

Besides “Facts About Southern 
Pacific” previously mentioned, we pre- 
pare a number of booklets and manuals, 
such as “Better Letters,” which fit into 
our human relations work and our pub- 
lic relations work, too. 

In the human relations field we ar 
range cenfcrence training programs 
which are conducted by a leading out- 
side organization, We cooperate also 
with the California Institute of Tech- 
nology and the Stanford Research Insti- 
tate in projecting studies in our own 
organization as to how we can improve 
internal relationships and strengthen 
teamwork. 

Besides making motion pictures for 
public showing, we make them for ex- 
clusive showing to our own people. A re- 
cent example is “Report from Head- 
quarters” in which our President and 
three Vice Presidents tell what we are 
doing and are planning to do to keep 
Southern Pacific out in front in the 
transportation world, 

As the contact agency between man- 
agement and our Southern Pacific Clubs 
we encourage and help guide the carry- 
ing out of social and athletic programs 
for our employes. 

In furthering our public and employe 
rolations programs we have an argani- 
zation set-up unique among the railroads 
of the country. It is a Committee on 
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Public & Employe Relations, whose 
members are top-ranking officers in their 
respective departments. In San Fran- 
cisco, for example, the committee con- 
sists of four Vice Presidents (System 
Operations, System Freight Traffic, Sys- 
tem Passenger Trafic, General Auditor) 
and two Assistants to the President. 
Similar committees function at Los An- 
geles, Portland, Tucson and Houston 
and membership of each represents Pub- 
lie Relations, Operating and Traffic de- 
partments, 

In carrying out our programs, we take 

a simple and practical viewpoint about 
how public relations are formed. People 
get their impressions of an institution 
only through their five senses. If they 
see a smiling face of a conductor or of 
a ticket salesman, that is one thing; if 
they see a scowling face, that is another. 
The things they hear people—including 
Southern Pacific people—say, the taste 
and smeli of food on our diners, the 
feel of a smooth or rough ride—all these 
result in impressions which affect our 
relations with the public. 
Public Opinion Important 

That is why we say we have 75,000 
persons on our Public Relations staff. 
Each one of us has a vital stake in our 
Public Relations effort because it af- 
fects the Company’s ability to stay in 
business at a profit~and that affects 
our jobs. 

A final point is that Southern Pacific 
is in business by sufferance of the pub- 
lic. Legally we are in business by fran- 
chises and licenses, and these can be 
withdrawn if the public docen’t like the 
way we operate our business. That’s a 
fundamental thing that we should never 
forget. Another way that the public can 
put us out of business, if the people 
don’t think that we are operating in the 
public weal, is by withdrawing their 
patronage. And so we see that public 
opinion ‘is, in fact, of life or death 
umportance to the Southern Pacific or- 
ganization. * 
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Loyola Commencement Address 
Given By President Russell 


ie a Commencement Day address, 

: “Your Career in a Competitive So- 
ciety,” delivered at Loyola University, 
Los Angeles, June 12, President D: i 
Russell urged the Braduating students 
to take into their world of competition 
an attitude of optimism and confidence. 

“We Americans planned and created 
this competitive system of ours,” Russell 
said, “the only instance in history when 
@ successful politico-economic orgeniza- 
tion was pre-planned and manufactured 
as advertised.” 

Pointing out that millions of Ameri- 
cans today have a far better chance to 
realize their capabilities and to make 
full use of their talents than Americans 
had at the close of last century, Russell 
mentioned that in railroading we now 
have a greater varicty of jobs for more 
people and they are much better jobs. 

The president discussed attitudes one 
must have in order to live effectively in 
our modern environment. “Above all,” 
he said, “take your faith. Its principles 
apply in every area of life, including a 
hard business world.” 

Another important attitude is that of 
an inquiring mind, Russell pointed out. 
He said to remember that America is 
unfinished business. “The industry in 
which I work has survived, after 125 
years, as the nation’s foremost trans- 
portation agency,” Russel] remarked, 
“because railroad builders have never 
considered the task completed but rather 
have been engaged in continuous re- 
building to take advantage of new tech- 
nology.” 

Russell urged the Loyola graduates 
to take an attitude for teamwork because 
no one person can accomplish anything 
by himself. 

He reminded his audience that, de- 
spite the current emphasis on material 
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and scientific progress, the human ele- 
ment remains paramount. “Behind the 
intricate mechanisms of all of our push- 
buttons is the intangible that lies only 
in our God-given minds,” the president 
said, “that symbol of human ‘resources 
we call ‘know-how’.” 


Important Attitude 

In conclusion, President Russell said, 
... take un attitude that in this com- 
petitive system, your best security lies 
in an all-out effort to seize opportunity. 
T believe that no pension system or guar- 
anteed annual wage, or any other ar- 
rangement whereby you will be watched 
over and taken care of, is half so im- 
portant as your opportunity, through 
suslained effort, to make your “own way 
upward.” 

In addition to being the featured 
speaker at the Commencement Day grad- 
uation exercises, Russell received an 
honorary degree ef Doctor of Laws, .con- 
ferred hy Loyola University.

Mix together 2 cugs buttermilk; 1 cup 
crushed pineapple; 24 cup sugar; 2 tea- 
spoons vanilla; and a dash of salt. 
Pour into ice-cube tray and freeze to a 
mush, Remove from tray and add 1 egg 
white beaten stif, Whip mixture and 
return it to tray to freeze to desired 
consistency. (Betty freezes hers at 
medium-speed to prevent sherbet from 
getting icy.) 


THOSE SUMMER LUNCHES 

Have you a junch-boxer in your home? 
If you have, you know how hard it is to 
pack appealing, yet safe, summer 
lunches. Just for fun, you. may like 
to send a couple of box-car sandwiches 
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as sketched below. Here’s all you do: 

Cut tops off bake-shop rolls and fork 
out some of the crumbs. Fill shells 
with a mixture ef flaked tuna, chepped 
cucumber, and chapped cheese, with just 
enough sour cream to bold the mixture 
together. Put on the lids, put olives-on- 
picks at cach end, and the box car is 
ready to rol]! 

Safety Note. Big thing in summer 
lunch-box packing is to stay away from 
egg-and-milk mixtures, such as custards 
and creamy mixtures. Too much danger 
uf poisoning, Keep lunch boxes in a 
cool place!

ALS BARBECUED CHICKEN 


Get yourself a handful of colored 
fryers, average weight from 3% to 334 
Jbs. Allow half a fryer for each person. 
Split them down the back, cut off the 
neck (use for broth next day), clean out 
the innards, sprinkle all around with 
salt and pepper—fresh ground pepper, 
that is, net the can variety. Now mix 
up the glory juice. i 

For each 2 or 3 chickens you'll need: 

%4 cup ait 
1 to 114 cups Sherry 
1 or 2 cloves garlic, chopped 
very fine 
Small handful parsley, chopped 
very fine 
1 small onion, chopped very fine 
1% teaspoon rosemary 
44 teaspoon oregano 
Dash of marjoram 


Blend these thoroughly, so oil and 
wine are not separated. Pour it over 
the chickens, let marinate for a couple 
of hours, then drain off and save that 
glory juice for basting. 


Now Get Going 

Over a slow bed of coals—and I mean 
coals that are glowing, but not blazing— 
Place the chicken, Allow it to cook 
slow. And I mean slow, tarning often 
and basting well with that juice. When 
the chicken is a golden brown and done 
through and through, take it off the fire, 
put it on a big platter. Now, parade up 
and down and let folks smell that 
AROMA, then tell them you are going 
to throw the whole -works away, 

Right then comes the revolution!

NEW DESSERT 

First, heat oven to 450°. Then butter 
the bottom of a'9” angel-food pan. Beat 
6 egg whites, with %4 teaspoon salt and 
4% teaspoon cream of tartar, until, almost 
stiff. Next, gradually beat in 154 ‘cups 
sugar, 2-tablespoons at a time, to make 
a stiff meringue. Beat in 1 teaspoon, 
vanilla. Spread evenly in the buttered 
pan. Put into the hot oven, turn off 
heat at once, and forget it ti next 
morning! Loosen edges, turn out onto 
aplate. Frost with 14 pint heavy ercam, 
whipped.
